Fall’s New Booster Recommended

While most of us want to put Covid behind us, 
recent news headlines make that hard to do. What should 
you know? What should you do? 

The most important factis that like it or not, 
Covid is probably here to stay. While the worst of the 
pandemic is thankfully behind us, Covid will join 
influenza as a prevalent virus against which we must take 
measures. Recent data shows that infections are trending 
up, though death rates are much lower than they were 
two to three years ago. 

Second, there will be variants! Most viruses 
mutate, and Covid seems particularly adept at this, 
Mutations may make the virus more easily transmissible, 
‘more (or less) dangerous and /or better able to evade our 
immune response. 

‘The recently headlined EG.5 and BA.2.86 variants 
have enough mutations in the spike protein that lets the 
virus attach to our respiratory cells that they can infect 
people who have been immunized and/or had prior 
Infection. They do not seem more virulent - hence the rise 
in infections is steeper than the rise in hospitalizations or 
deaths. 

We have two levels of immune defense. The 
antibodies produced by vaccination or prior infection 
are the first line of defense and the cellular immunity 
the second. Even if a mutation seems able to escape our

antibodies, the cellular response is often still effective, 

What should you do? While vaccination is a good 
idea for most people, if you are older, have underlying 
‘medical conditions or are immune-suppressed, 1 would, 
definitely get a Covid booster. Wait until the newer 
vaccine is available in late September /early October 
because itis targeted at mutations that more closely 
resemble the currently circulating variants, and another 
shot of the old vaccine is unlikely to offer much additional 
protection 

What about masks? While clearly not a panacea, 
masks do seem to reduce transmission of most respiratory 
viruses, including Covid, flu and the common cold. There 
is little reason to use a mask outdoors or in large well 


ventilated spaces, but I would encourage you to use one 
when in confined indoor spaces such as theatres

Initially, explained Leone, all of the work was 
proposed outside the 100-foot buffer zone to bordering 
vegetated wetland, but the land falls within the priority 
habitat of rare species as mapped by Natural Heritage and 
the Endangered Species Progeam. 

Leone said an application was filed with the 
state Division of Marine Fisheries and has received 
a determination that the project as presented to the 
Conservation Commission will not result in a prohibited 
take of wildlife on DMF's list. 

With that, Leone told the commissioners that the 
property owner wishes to extend tree clearing 50 feet 
closer to the limits of the bordering vegetated wetland, 
ensuring a 50-foot no-touch zone. The plan is to stabilize 
the area with seeding and siltation fencing 

‘Commissioner Shaun Walsh asked Leone if the 
wetlands border had been vetted by the commission, to 
which Leone noted that Brad Holmes had established the 
line but not since Schneider, Davignon & Leone, Ine. has 
represented the applicant, the commission has not vetted 
the wetlands flagging. 
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Construction at the site has been ongoing for 
some time, said Leone, and in this case, the owner is 
looking to expand his backyard. 

‘Walsh said that since the initial filing did not 
propose activity within the buffer zone, the matter never 
came before the Conservation Commission. Now, he said, 
the commissioners have to decide on the wetlands line. 

While convinced by the line as established, 
Conservation Commission Chairman Jeff Doubrava said 
one thing he would like to sce is a visual demarcation of 
the 50-foot line where the limit of current and future work 
will be established. Walsh concurred, suggesting stakes, 
markers or boulders. 

Leone said he has a complete survey of the lot 
and can share his information. 

‘Commissioner Matt Schultz sought more 
information on the cellar drain; Leone said it was 
an optional, gravity-fed drainage system to remove 
groundwater from the area around the foundation. 

In keeping with his recommendation, Doubrava 
would include in his motion to approve conditions 
requiring permanent boulders or some other permanent 
markers in consultation with Conservation Agent Doug 
Guey-Lee be placed to mark the limit of activity, along 
with siltation fencing that would not be removed until 
vegetation has been reestablished 

‘After a prior public hearing, the commission 
voted to approve an Abbreviated Notice of Resource 
Area Delineation submitted by Paul Downey, Sippican 
Holdings, LLC, 13 Barnabus Road, 

“| didn’t see anything that said to me that it was 
anything other than a reasonable estimation of where 
the line sits,” said Doubrava, making sure to clarify the 
commission's vote was only to approve the line as it was 
drawn from Luce Avenue up to the bike path. He noted. 
that another area of the property to the north and east 
would require a separate determination in the future, 

Steve Gioisa, the applicant's representative, told 
the commission he purposefully omitted that other parcel 
off the ANRAD filing presently being considered. 

In motioning a decision, Walsh said no added 
verbiage to the decision is necessary. 

Guey-Lee considered the addition of a trench, 
to bea significant deviation from the site plan, but the 
commission voted to issue Bruce Pawelczyk a complete 
Certificate of Compliance for a house reconstruction at 50 
West Avenue, 

‘The commission also issued a complete Certificate 
of Compliance to JCV Investments, LLC, for instalation of 
a grinder pump and force main 534 Point Road, 

Inanswer to request for comments to the Zoning 
Board of Appeals regarding the application of Elizabeth 
and Christopher Karvonen at 56 East Avenue, Doubrava 
said the beginning of the site is in the flood zone and that 
a filing with the ConCom is necessary. 

Per site-plan review, the Planning Board 
requested comment from ConCom on the Town of 
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harbormaster construction planned 
for 1 Island Wharf, There has been no change, so the 
commission's prior approval stands, 

Guey-Lee suspects that some part of the project 
anticipated by Papa's Real Estate, LLC, at 0 Luce Avenue 
is in the buffer zone, so the commission plans to tell the 
Planning Board that a filing with the CoaCom is required. 

The case of the drain that the commission 
requested a redesign from William Weber Jr. at 21 East 
Avenue will be addressed now that Weber has filed a RDA 
for a revision to the structure to be heard on September 
13,

Long Wharf Concerns Confirmed 
Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

There had been a great deal of speculation 
regarding what was below the surface of the Mattapoisett 
Harbor waters, just what was supporting Long Wharf 
Comments on the materials that might have been used 
decades ago ran the gamut from poor-quality dirt from. 
construction sites to Sunken boats, cement, rocks and 

Documentation from the late 1800s failed to give 
a clear picture of what might be found underwater. The 
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August 8 report from Childs Engineering confirmed that 
‘most speculation was correct 
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“Thrve soil borings along the top deck and five borings 
underwater next to the wharf were taken, the report 
stated, The purpose is to obtain sufficient data that will 
support a design and various considerations needed for 
the rehabilitation project 

‘The condition of the wharf has deteriorated over 
time, primarily due to exposure, the engineers wrote. 
‘There was an assumption that sunken, wooden barges 
had been used, harges filled with local fll materials, 
including boulders. At an early point in its history, Long 
‘Wharf was extended to accommodate a ferry. The exterior 
seawall comprised granite blocks. Time, tides and storms 
have penetrated the seawall, washing out fil. 

‘The field exploration statements include, "The 
boring operation on the wharf was difficult and slow. 
Most of the wharf was constructed from boulder rich fil 
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top of glacial-lavial deposits overlaying dense lodgment 
fill” Subglacial lodgment tills are deposits beneath the 
glacier that are forced oF “lodged” into the bed below.) 

Subsurface conditions were described as dense 
Lill consisting of silty sand and gravel with cobbles and 
boulders; thicknesses ofthe various layers change with 
distance from the shore 

‘The report documents findings atthe surface of 
the wharf and underwater along the seawall. The team 
found confirmation of its assumptions, thus supporting 
Childs’ earlier construction suggestion, although design 
has not begun. 

‘The test-boring report notes that from zero 
{0 10 fet glacial-fuvial, dense, fine-o-coarse sand of 
varying colors and geavel, were found, From 10 to 25 feet, 
Jodgment till and very dense, moist blackish-tan,fine-to- 
coarse gravel was present. 

“Overall, the recommendations provided by 
Childs remain valid and ate now supported by field 
observations and testing,” MAB concluded. Next steps 
include review of the Childs’ report by the Select Board.

No Wiggle in Water Agreement 
Rochester Conservation Commission

‘There is “no wiggle room” for the 13 acres of 
Rochester land ~ known as Red Brick Farm East ~ for the 
town to explore water usage or other options. 

‘The land in question can become a well site for 
neighboring Mattapoisett to explore for its own water 
use, pera regional agreement, according to Rochester 
Conservation Agent Merilee Kelly during Tuesday night's 
meeting of the Rochester Conservation Commission 


“The land is part of a Buzzards Bay Coalition 
project that placed conservation restrictions on aquifer 
lands from Acushnet through Mattapoisett and Rochester, 
‘Ata meeting held earlier this month, the 
Rochester Conservation Commission said that it wanted 
Mattapoisett to sign an agreement to never develop a well 
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oon the 13 acres on Long Plain Road and the north side of 
Wolf Island Road in Rochester. Rochester also asked that 
Mattapoisett transfer the land to the Town of Rochester 
for $I. 


Earlier this summer, Brendan Annett of the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition said it was too late to put these 
conditions in the multitown Conservation Restriction on 
241 acres of aquifer land from Acushnet to Mattapoisett 
that this parcel includes, 

‘Also earlier this summer, it was revealed that 
regional agreement would give Mattapoisett the water 
rights to the Rochester parcel, including possibly digging 
up to four new wells, under a co-ownership agreement 
with the Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Authority. The 
Rochester Conservation asked for more information, 
‘especially as to whether the Conservation Restriction 
can be rewritten to give Rochester rights to some of that 
water, 


‘After the Conservation Commission meeting 
on Tuesday, Kelly said that Buzzards Bay and other 
authorities say there is “no wiggle room” and that 
Mattapoisett will have the right to dig wells on the 
property for potential drinking water. 

Kelly said that Rochester residents have also 
‘expressed concerns about its future water supply and 
would have liked to exercise that option on this tow 
owned land. 

In other commission news, the members 
unanimously voted to forward a document to legal 
counsel that will be signed by interested parties to give 
Rochester commissioners the authority to conduct site 
visits when needed, 

‘Commissioners said that it has always been 
assumed that commissioners have a right to site visit for 
aan applicant conducting work within the wetlands. 

‘This document will ease any legal concerns and is 
being used by other town boards. 

‘Also on Tuesday, Kelly announced that at an 
upcoming meeting, a representative of the state Division 
of Fisheries & Wildlife will educate commissioners on its 
new “internet savvy” BioMap. 

‘The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
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Commission was not announced upon adjournment. 


Garage Gets Septic Variance 
Marion Boar of Health

‘The Marion Board of Health voted on August 24 
to grant a variance to the owners of property at 458 Mill 
Street, allowing the construction of a bathroom inside 
the garage without denitrification technology in its septic 
system, 


When an accompanying house is built ata later 
date, the garage bathroom will tie into the denitrification 
septic system planned for the house, as stipulated by the 
board's decision. 

In the second of two public hearings held by 
the board on August 24, Dave Davignon of Schneider, 
Davignon & Leone, Inc., represented applicants Nancy 
Lyle Flowland and John P. Manning, who recently 
purchased a five-bedroom home that Davignon described. 
as “dilapidated.” The plan is to demolish the house and 
construct a three-bedroom, single-family house in the rear 
of the property 

“That house would have a denitrification system; 
‘we're proposing a (denitrification) septic tank and a pump 
chamber, and then a three-bedroom leaching field up by 
the road where we had good results with soil testing,” 
said Davignon, noting that the soil testing in the back of 
the property was not good. “But the front was excellent; 
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we actually had a two-minute, perinch (percolation) 
rate.” 

“At question was the plan to add a bathroom to 
a 28x48-foot accessory garage without denitrification 
technology in a separate septic system. The house 
construction is not anticipated by Davignon for at least a 
few more years. 

“They would like to have a bathroom at that 
location so when they go to work on vehicles or whatever 
they do with their recreational stuff... It doesn’t make 
any sense to them to put in a (denitrification) system that 
might get the flush of a toilet once or twice a month,” he 
said, 


Davignon described his solution asa dual system,

the house in the future with a denitrification system and 
accompanying pump chamber and, in the northwest 
comer of the garage, a two-compartment septic tank with 
a gravity-based feed into a leaching field. 

The board was asked to consider a variance 
for the septic system that will serve the garage without 
denitrification technology and a leaching field to serve 
just the garage until the house gets built 

“If we put (denitrification) in, it would be 
basically a useless component. I's not going to get 
enough flow to do anything,” said Davignon, who 
estimated $8,000 to $10,000 in additional expense should 
a variance be denied and the applicants forge ahead with 
the garage bathroom. The hardship that would justify 
the variance is that no bathroom would mean just that on 
location until the house gets built some years down the 
road. 


Board Chairman Dr. Ed Hoffer asked for 
assurances that the garage bathroom would only be 
tused at the frequency described and that the garage not 
be converted into an accessory dwelling. Davignon said 
he did not believe the garage to have a second floor that 
could be considered for such conversion. 

“don't think there would be any issue with 
stipulating that no living space will be permitted in the 
building. That would put it to bed,” said Davignon, 

Board member Albin Johnson sought and got 
confirmation from Davignon that the overall design on 


the property including the leaching field is tailored for a 
denitrification system. 

Davignon pitched a stipulation that with the 
granting of the variance allowing the construction of a 
garage bathroom without a denitrification system, once 
the house is built the line coming from the garage could 
be tied into the denitrification system planned for the 
house and its own geavity tank abandoned. 

The garage, according to Davignon, is larger than 
the plan for the house. He called ita “four-stall” garage 
and explained the applicants’ intention to store a boat as 
well as vehicles 

Joyce Kohout, an abutter at 142 Spring Stree! 
had a representative at the meeting who asked the board 
about an unrelated, stormwater matter. Noting the slope 
towards Kohout’s yard and issues with flooding when 
snow melts or during heavy rain, he said, “We're a little 
concerned with replacing the house that’s there with two 
structures that are bigger, and then a driveway that's, 
paved.” Kohout is concerned about conditions worsening 
after the planned construction. 

Davignon said, when he adjusts the plan to 
include the board's mandate for tie-in to the house's 
denitrification system upon its construction, he would 
also adjust the grade to ensure water stays on the 458 
Milll Street property by creating a berm and putting in 
some infiltration. He told Kohout's representative that the 
critical corner of the lot had been completed with “lousy 
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fill” 
A continued Public Hearing from July 27 was 
held on variances requested by Richard Hunter at 25 
West Avenue, including approval for a leaching field 
less than 20 feet from cellar walls and less than 10 feet 
from property lines, a septic tank less than 10 feet from 
property lines, and approval of one instead of two 
observation lines in the disposal area 
Representing the applicant was Carmelo Nicolosi 
from Charon Associates, who described the septic system 
as including denitrification technology in a gravity system 
so there are no pumps, An underground propane tank has 
been removed and will be replaced by an above-ground 
tank, 


“That may simplify things if the system) can be 
moved to the south, get away from the sideline setback,” 
said Hoffer. 

Nicolosi followed suit in acknowledging that the 
unearthed tank paves the way for a change in plans so as 
not to require the setback variance. 

Abutter Hudson Plumb at 27 West Avenue 
brought a representative, who clarified his opposition not 
to the septic system itself but the variance request as it 
applies to the setbacks, 

While Plumb’s representative acknowledged 
the quality of the Title 5 system proposed and the new 
information about the removal of the propane tank, she 
noted that Hunter also owns the adjacent, “contiguous” 
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lot, indicating his ability to meet all the setback 
requirements without hardship. Denial of the variance 
would not create a manifestly unjust situation, she 
argued, indirectly quoting Title 5 law. 

Johnson asked if the lots are held under the same 
name, and Plumb's representative said the properties, 
have been held in common ownership since 1968. 

Nicolosi agreed to a redesign to achieve the 
maximum amount of setbacks and requested the case be 
continued to Thursday, September 7, at 4:15 pm. 

In her Public Health Director update, Lori 
Desmarais reported that August saw one case of 
babesiosis froma tick bite and eight cases of Lyme 
disease, down from July. There has been a recent increase 
in the number of positive mosquito samples, but as of 
August 24, Marion was still a low-risk town for West Nile 
Virus and EEE. 

Desmarais also noted Plymouth County's tick 
and mosquito August presentations at the Cushing, 
Community Center. Hoffer said, so far, there has been a 
moderate number of West Nile in mosquitos but not in. 
humans or animals and no EEE. 

Desmarais said Marion is getting ready for fu 
vaccines in the fal A clinic was scheduled for Tabor 
Academy upon the September 3 return of students. A 
drive-through clinic will be held on September 28 at the 
Cushing Community Center.

‘The Boogeyman. Starring Sophie Hatcher and Chris 
Messina. Directed by Rob Savage. Running time: 

98 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13, Now available on 
streaming home media.

Stephen King’s 1973 short story “The 
Boogeyman” gave me a few sleepless nights wh 
kid. For King, the tale arose from his fears of his children 
dying. For kid 
for you in the night, and your parents couldn't stop it. 
The story is told by Lester Billings, who has lost three 
of his young children to what they described as "the 
boogeyman,” a thing that hunkers down in dark closets, 
‘waiting to strike. Lester isn't very relatable — he doesn’t 
seem to like his wife or kids — so we suspect, like others 
in his life, that he himself killed the kids and made up the 
boogeyman as a sort of coping mechanism. But no, the 
boogeyman is very real ... although we may wonder to 
what extent the monster has acted on a resentful father’s 
suppressed desire to be rid of the shackles of family 

‘The new movie version (there was a cheesy short 
version forty years ago, usually packaged with a much 
better Frank Darabont short also based on King) takes 
an entirely different psychological tack. For one thing, 
Lester — in the person of the likable, sometimes painfully 
vulnerable David Dastmalchian — is presented in his, 
limited sereen time asa genuinely bereaved father who 
needs to make sense of what happened. A better movie 
might have wanted to follow Lester on his journey, but 
he —and, sadly, Dastmalchian — exit the picture early, 
leaving us with the therapist Lester visits, Dr. Will Flarper 
(Chris Messina), and his two daughters. 

won't abandon him as quickly as the film does; L 
find David Dastmalchian a fascinating, hooded presence. 
He can be ereepy or friendly (or both), and he just pulls 
tus naturally 
His haunted, agonized features promise a much more 
impactful horror movie than The Boogeyman turns out to 
be. When he goes, the movie I wanted goes with him, and 
I was stuck with Dr. Harper, sullen teen Sadie (Sophie 
Hatcher) and cute-as-a-button Sawyer (Vivien Lyra Blair) 
as they grappled with the death of Dr. Harper's wie. 
‘Thematically, this family’s pain isn't very satisfying, 


it was even scarier: a monster could come 


nto whatever his character is feeling. 


because the boogeyman isn’t drawn to grief. Ijust wants 
to drink the life out of children, and the only reason it 
imprints on Dr. Harper and his daughters is that Lester 
(unknowingly) brought it there. Its said their weakness 

n time of grief makes them easier targets for it, but I was 
still left wondering why this story wasa’t about Lester 
and his growing terror and madness when his children 
kept being killed. 

I took three guys to work up the script pitting 
tawo brave gitls against a monster who doesn’t ike the 
light. A couple of clever moments come out of this, such 
as when the younger girl, playing a videogame, makes the 
TV screen flash just long enough to reveal the boogeyman 
creeping in the shadows of the room, Whoever designed, 
rendered and animated the monster has eamed a salute, 
and director Rob Savage is shrewd about how much of the 
boogeyman he shows us, and when, The atmosphere is 
ith just about the only levity coming from Sadie’s 


heavy, 
high-school friends, one of whom is annoying enough 
that we want the boogeyman to visit her. 

Nine out of ten horror directors think a dynamic 
soundtrack will scare us, and Savage certainly isn’t 
the exception. The movie gets plotty and goal-oriented 
when it should be parking itself quietly in front of a 


closet door creaking open by itself and letting us fill the 
darkness with our own fearful demons. If you've seen 
enough horror movies, you know all the tropes and all 
the techniques. So sometimes a frightening sequence in 
an otherwise non-horror film — 1 always cite the room 
full of mummies in Raiders ofthe Lost Ark or the terrifying 
figure behind the dumpster in Mulholland Drioe — hits us 
squarely in the fear center, because we don't see it coming. 
We horror-movie buffs may still have fur ata horror 
movie — even The Boogeyman has its enjoyable bits — but 
as far as genuine scares, well, that ship sailed for most of

Institutes of Health (NIH) grew essentially from Mary's 
activities as what she called a “citizen advocate.” She was 
supported by her wealthy husband, Albert Lasker, and 
her close friend Florence Mahoney, a powerful advocate 
inher own right. Through theie elforts, the firs of which 
was to convince Congress and the administration that 
the health ofthe nation was theis business at all, NIH 
grew from a single small agency with a budget of less 
than $3 million o a $4 billion enterprise in 1984, the year 
they named! a building aftr her.
